Gentlemen of the Jury:—Stripped 
its legal verbage, this is an action 


brought by Charles P. S.trenber against

plaintiff. 
The second cause of action 


is for the breach of a contract—a cer- 
tain contract in writing, a copy of 
which is attached to the petition, and 
which yon will have before you for 
your investigation and examination; 
which contract, it 
IB alleged in the 


petition, substantially agreed that the 
plaintiff waa to be hired by tbe de- 
fendant, and WHS hired by the defend- 
ant as ita manager, to conduct the 
management of the circulation depart- 
ment of the Times—the Daily and 
Weekly Times. 
It is alleged in sub- 


stance that he was to receive as com- 
pensation for bis services one-half the 
gross receipts from tbe circulation. 
It 


is furthermore alleged that he per- 
formed his contract nntil the 13th day 
of April, 1895, when the defendant, 
without just cause or excuse, 
(3is 


charged him from its service. He alleges 
that his damages, by reason of the 
wrongful act of the defendant, as set 
up in the second cause of action, 
amount to tbe sum of 1581.56, the total 
amount sued for being $616 75.
